Tim 
“puzzles,” for the solution of which 
great prizes are offered, are such as 
any school boy could solve in a few 
minutes. 
The letter, which is a type 
written document, containing tho let­ 
ter head of a publishing house, reads 
as follows:

returned. 
“A full warranty, duly signed, will 
be sent you with the prize, and lf not 
exactly as represented. It may be re­ 
turned to us immediately and we will 
cancel your subscription and 
refund 
the amount of your remittance 
Accompanying the letter Ir a blank 
to be filled out and forwarded to the 
eastern concern, asking It to find

Third street, will likely result In the 
arrest of an entire family, who will ho 
compelled to appear before the mayor 
aud answer to a charge of burglary. 
The goose, valued at $1.50, wus stolen 
during the hours of Inst night and lf 
• he suspicions of the officers are cor­ 
rect. It was cooked and eaten before 
midnight. 
Kaufman, who Is a night watchman 
employed in one of the local potteries, 
applied to Chief Wyman for aid In lo­ 
cating the thieves, who, he said, had 
entered his coal house 
Ile stated that 
he bud conclusive evidence and

chief was soon much Interested.

Kaufman stated that his wife heard a 
big noise at the rear of their yard at 
about IO o’clock Inst night, and now 
it Is supposed that the goose was taken 
at that time. 
Its disappearance 
was 
discovered this morning and upon mak­ 
ing un Investigation suspicion at once 
rested on a family of Sleberts, living 
next door. 
Kaufman could plainly see 
blood scattered over the snow at the 
rear of t..e Seibert home and 
foot 
prints wore visible coming from the di­ 
rection of the same place. 
So confident was Kaufman that tho 
Sleberts know something of tho theft 
tfiat. he requested a search 
warrant 
and an officer to investigato. 
Mayor 
Weaver comput'd with the request and 
Officer Morris was detailed on the caso. 
Accompanied by Kaufman he went to 
the Slebert home aud found evidence 
enough to warrant him in making a 
search for the members of the family. 
Iii tho house he found many proofs 
that a goose had been killed during 
tho night. 
Thoro were feathers and 
feet in tho kitchen and in the* closet 
more feathers were seen. 
In the Slebert family there are thnni 
brothers and the wife of George Sle­ 
bert. 
While Kaufman was at the city 
hall all of them disappeared, which 
Is another evidence accepted by 
the 
police as conclusive that they know of 
the theft. 
Tho charge that will lie preferred 
against 
those who stole the goose is 
a very serious one, aud lf any one Is 
so disposed the guilty parties could ho 
pushed even to the penitentiary. 
Two of the Slebert brothers, (.corge 
and James, were arrested this after­ 
noon at the home of their mother.

W hile in a state of delirium, caused 
by a severe attack of fever, John Bid 
die, the well known baggage and trails 
fer man, of W est Market street, had 
a most thrilling experience and nar­ 
row escape from death on Tuesday 
night at his home. 
As a result he is 
now suffering from a terribly bruised 
shoulder, back and arm, with indica­ 
tions of his rem aining abed for a long 
time. 
Mr. Biddle was stricken ill with a 
cold the latter part of last week and 
on Monday it developed into fever. 
and on Tuesday he was delirious most 
of the time. 
Members of the family 
gave him careful attention throughout 
the day and when he went to sleep in 
the evening they did not think it nec­ 
essary to hold watch over him. 
For 
several hours he slept peacefully, but 
shortly after m idnight the fever be­ 
anie more severe and another spell 
of delirium set in.

he was found by them it was at first 
thought that he had been fatally hurt, 
^ying on his back and giving vent tx) 
expressions of anguish, also unable 
to move, the picture was one forebod- 
ng seriousness. 
The injured man was 
picked up tenderly and carried back 
to his bed when Hrs. Hobbs and Bailey 
were summoned. 
They made a hasty 
examination and pronounced the in­ 
u res as not fatal, but nevertheless 


dangerous. 
Mr. Biddle is confident that none of 
the injuries w ill he permanent and it 
is the hope of his numberless friends 
that he will be out in a short time.

He discussed the government 
of Panama, declaring It to he mire- 
publican in form, and was interrupted 
by Mr. Spooner, who said that it had 
been a "mooted question as to whether 
there is a republican form of govern­ 
ment in Colorado." 
•‘If." responded Mr. Teller, ‘‘there 
Is not a Republican form of govern­ 
ment In Colorado, there is a Repub­ 
lican administration there."

Interesting Colloquy In Senate Be 
tween Him and Mr. Spooner. 
Washington, Jan. 16.—Mr. Toller o 
Colorado addressed the senate on tho 
Panama canal question. 
He contend 
ed that the course of the president in 
connection with the recent revolt in 
Panama had been contrary to prece­ 
dent and in contravention of interna 
tlonal law. 
Mr. Teller took Issue with the pres­ 
ident’s declaration that the course 
pursued In Panama had been In the 
interest of “collective civilization." 
That, he said, was a dangerous doc 
trine, and was Just such a doctrine as 
Russia might appeal to if she should 
attempt to crush Japan. The doctrine 
was not American; it was contrary to 
all the best traditions of this country. 
It was the doctrine that might makes 
right. 
Ile discussed the government 
of Panama, declaring It to be unre­ 
publican In form, and was interrupted 
by Mr. Spooner, who said that it had 
beon a "mooted question as to whether 
there is a republican form of govern­ 
ment in Colorado." 
"If." responded Mr. Teller, “thoro 
is not a Republican form of govern­ 
ment in Colorado, there is a Repub­ 
lican administration there.”

says that anthrax, wtrich he claims Is 
the most dangerous discase of animals, 
mad** its appearance in the state dur­ 
ing the year. 
It is highly infectious, 
attacks wild and dom estic anim als and 
hum an livings os well. 
It Is almost 
a lwuys fatal. 
The outbreak was on tho farm of 


Allegheny mountans, but no one needs 
to rom e up here now for pleasure. The 
snow ta 37 Inches deep and still snow­ 
ing hard. 
The roads are drifted to 
the depth of from four to eight lect. 
You can hardly get 
outside of 
the 
house. 
The farm ers do not do anything tip 
hero In winter hut feed their stock and 
sit around (tie fire and smoke their 
pipe.

A M08T DEADLY DISEASE

The annual report of the state live 
Htoek commission has been filed by 
W. \V. .Miller, secretary of tho Hialo 
board of agriculture. 
Ii is w ritten 
mainly by 
Dr. 
Fincher, 
the 
state 
veterinarian. In his report Dr. Flasher 
sayn that anthrax, which he claims is 
the most dangerous dlHca.se of animals, 
math* its appearance in the state dur­ 
ing (he year. 
It is highly infectious, 
attacks wild and dom estic anim ala and 
human beings as well. 
It is almost 
always fatal. 
The outbreak was on the farm of 
John Henry, near Hudson, late in the 
summer. 
A num ber of cattle died of 
the disease, but it wan finally stamped 
out. 
The diagnosis was proved Lie- 
yond a doubt. 
The governm ent re­ 
ports suite that a million dollars worth 
of domestic anim als have been 
lost 
through this disease 
in 
Arkansas, 
louisiana. Missssippi and Texas. The 
origin of the disease in this state is 
not known. 
Dr. F ischer thinks it 
probable that there is a district of 
infection in the state.
